THE DINGLEY BILL. 


The 55th session of the United 
States congress was opened at Wasb- 
ington on the 15th inst 

President McKinlay in his message 
reviewing the finances Of the govern- 
iment for the last three years spoke as 
fcsllows: “The total receipts for the 
three fiscal years ending June 30th, 
1896, were insufficient by $137,811.- 
729,46, to meet the total expenditure. 
Nor has this condition since improved. 
For the first half of the present fiscal 
year the receipts of the government, 
exclusive of postal revenues, were 
$157,507,603,76, and its expenditures, 


exclusive of postal services, $195,410,- | 


000,13, or an excess of expenditures 
over receipts of $37,902,396,46. In 
January of this year the receipts, ex- 
clusive of postal revenues, were $24,- 
316,994,05, and the expenditures ex- 
clusive of postal service, $30,269.389.- 
29, a deficit of $5,952 395-94 for the 
month, In February of this year the 
receipts, exclusive of postal revenues. 
were $24,400,997.38 and expenditures, 
exclusive of postal service, $28,796,- 
057.66, a deficit of $4,395,059.28, or a 
total deficiency of $186,061,580.74 for 
the three years and eight months end- 
ing March 1, 1897. Not only are we 
without a surp!"s in the treasury, but 
with an increase in the public debt 
there has been a corresponding in- 
crease in the annual interest charge 
from $22,894,883.20 in 1892, the low- 
est of any year since 1862, to $34,387 
397.60 in 1896, or 
$11,483,414.40.”

higher interests. We in this day. hold 
the possibilities in our hands whether 
the fuiure of Canada may be intellec- 
tuaily progressive and raise itself to 
the highest standard or whether it shall 
deteriorate. That this question as far as 
theheirachy ofthe Romishchurch is con- 
cerned,is intended to be fought with 
stubborness, is very plain, but that is a 
potent reason why we, who are interest- 
ed in the nation’s welfare and future 
greatness, should abound in firmness in 
proportion to that same stubborness, 
and the sooner the nation, through her 
government,shows a determined purpose 
to settle this matter by establishing 
national schools free from all or any 
religious education the better will it 
be for the peace and progress of the 
nation. We venture further to say 
that if the the country heartily looks 
after the intellectual development of 
those who are to constitute the future 
ef our country, any church founded 
upon truth and right has nothing to 
fear, It seems high time that we had 
Canada for Canadians simply, and not 
for Rornan Catholic’s or Protestants. 
Let the churches fight out their own 
religious questions amongst themselves.

Communicated. 

The annual missionary service in the 
Methodist church last evening was attended 
by a crowded audience. Addresses were 
| given by the Revds. J. Dyke B. D; W. G. 
Blewett and the Indians from White Whale 
lake, Paul and Didymus. The latter de- 
lighted the audience with their earuest 
| simple pathos as they sang in Cree “I am 
| coming to the Cross.” The Rev. J. Dyke 
| Speke on the general missiouary work of 
| the church, and the great need of an in- 


| crease in the funds of the society. Rev. 
| Mr. Blewett referred to the great difficulties 
met with on the mission field. One of his 
bands of Indians at White Whale lake, 
numbering thirty families, was greatly ham- 
pered in its farming operations for want 
of suitable tools. They had only two plows, 
three harrows, and an old broken down 
mower, which ought to have been superan- 
uated years ago, anda hay rake to match. 
If thirty white farmers had no better tools 
than those they would not do-much better. 
But amid all the difficulties the Indians 
were plodding and industrious. With one 
net they had caught seven theasaz.d fish to 
sustain -ife and provide other necessaries. 
Paul and Didymus then addressed the meet- 
| ing, Willie McDonald acting as interpreter. 
Peul said: “I am thenkful to see this day. 
| My father had not such oppertunities,” and 
| he also said that the minister foune him witha 
bad heart, but be pointed him to God who 
| has given him a good heart. The minister 
had taught him it was bad to drink whiskey 
j #nd he never touched it. Bad to steal, hes 
| murder or do foolish things,—and they 
honestly tried to avoid them. They lived 
When he was 
twenty-five years old he married a Squaw, 
{she had never scratched him, nor had he 
scratched her. Many years ago, minister 
Jchn McDougall, of Merley, told him good 
words, he keeps them is heart yet, and will 
hold them as long as he has breath. He is 
thankful to the white people because God 
has brought him to see good; and he would 
like to shake hands with all his brothers.” | 

Didymus spoke as follows: My friends | 
| I speak too. I do not know very far back, } 
but i am glad to see this day of good. [| 
jam thankful to have been taught there is a 
| God, I was blindfolded like a man sleeping | 
| under a blanket; bat our eyes were uncover. 
|ed and the minister taught us “here is a 
| good road follow it.” Hehad not much to 
say, but he said this with a good heart and 
wanted to go on doing better all the time. 


When the offering was taken and count- 
| ed it amounted to nearly $40 which was do- 
nated to the funds of the missionary society. 
Rev. W. G. Blewett, Panl and Didymus, 
returned to the mission at White Whale 
lake on Monday last.
